We slowly and steadils advanced, 


inch by inch, each soldier pushing in 
front of him a bag of sand 
or a par- 


affin tin filled with 
shingle. 
The 


sound of bullets striking 
these psu- 


atHn tins was weird in the extreme. 
The Kussiaus sought projection uuder 
the cover of steel 
plate partitions, 


striviug atubbornly and yet in vain to 
stem the tide of theJapanese 
advance. 


The steel plates we exploded; the sand 
bags we simply pushed 
aside. 
Thus 


within twenty-four 
hours 
after, 
the 


breach the whole of North Cockscomb 
hillfort was firmly and effectively oc- 
cupied by the Japanese. 


ly demolished our mine gallery. 
But 


at tho same 
time itsplit the ground 


to such an extent that the outer sur- 


face of the wallbecame detached from 
the natural soil, enabling us to deter- 
mine the nature 
of it. The wallap- 


peared to be about three meters thick, 


of concrete tarred over ou the outside 
and covered 
with tarpaulin 
sheets. 


This method of construction is proof 
against almost any caliber of mobile 
siege guns. 


We at once 
organized 
a party for 


the purpose of blowing" up the ex- 
posed wall. Sergeant llda, with two 
flrst 
class 
privates 
of 
engineers, 


crawled up over the edge of the crater 
into 
the 
ditch for the purpose of 


reconnoissanoe, 
returning safely.with 


a satisfactory 
report. 
Then Sergeant 


Okura was sent 
withgun cotton in 


sand bags along with corporals Hori- 
kawa, Kukunaga and private Muzuki. 
They daringly advanced 
right 
up to 


the foot of the wall, crawling on their 
stomach 
very slowly, and lying down 


at every 
few paces, feigniug death. 


They placed and fired the gun cottou. 
The explosion tore the 
wall off the 


ground, leaving a gap 
of four centi- 


meters between. 
The Russians 
took 


not the slightest 
notice 
of it. Per- 


haps they imagined that 
to be an im- 


pact of a Jaanese shell. 
We again in 


serted a large quantity of gun cotton 
under the wall and exploded it. This 
made a hole, but not sufficiently large 
for our assaulting party to enter. 
So 


the persistent 
engineers 
determined 


upon the third attempt. 
They shot 


down several 
of the 
Russians 
who 


looked 
wonderingly 
out of the ieut. 


The third attempt 
was 
entirely suc- 


cessful. 
This time the explosion of 


the gun cotton tore a hole in the solid 
masonry of concrete about one meter 
in height and one and a half meters 
wide. 
Through this aperture 
twelve 


grenades 
were 
thrown in, and under 


the cover of the smoke and confusion 
a party 
of infantry 
numbering 
not 


more than half a company filedin and 
occupied the part of the underground 
chamber ;the other part stillremained 
in the possession of the enemy. 
The 


Japanese audßussian combatants 
were 


separated 
only by the thin khaki cnl-

This bow ot 


promise itis that always buoys up the 
miner withhope and lends a peculiar 
fasoinaion 
to 
the calling. 
JNo other 


avocation can begin to compare with 
it in this respect. 
Still to a cer- 


tain extent itmast 
be admitted that 


tbe miner works in the dark, while 
other business 
men 
operate in the 


sunlight. 
A merchant 
can 
gauge tbe 


conditions and tbe chances 
of success 


witha fair degree 
of accuracy, 
lie 


knows there is a demand for goods in 
his line; that people must buy, ifnot 
from him, then 
from someone 
else. 


He may be sadly mistaken 
as to bis 


ability to hold his own withhis com- 
petitors, 
but there 
is 
no mistake 


about tbe demand 
for merchandise. 


Tbe success or failure.. of his venture 
depends upon his skillin corralling a 
remunerative share of the trade. With 
the miner itis different. 
He is in a 


great measure at sea, even 
when op- 


erating in what is conceded 
to be a 


proven mineral field. "Gold is where 
you find it," is a true saying 
that 


applies to all mining sections. 
The 


scientist 
in geology and 
mineralogy 


may have a slight advantage 
over the 


one unversed 
in such branches, 
but 


practically it amounts to very little. 
Both the scientist and the novice must 
take an equal chance of striking pay 
ground or a barren spot,and as a mat- 
ter of fact the barren places 
far out-

of the winners. Considerations of this 
nature induce governments the world 
over to deal in a liberal spirit with 
the

Every inducement 


within reason is held out to entice 
him to invest, and in the absence 
of 


this liberal policy the gold mining 
industry 
would rapidly decline. It 


cannot be hampered to any serious ex- 
tent and live.
